The Examiner has required an election of species taking the position that claim 1 is generic 
and grouping the species as Group I, nutritional and pharmaceutical formulations grouped 
as claims 1-9 and 22-30; Group II, a second group of nutritional and pharmaceutical 
formulations and here the Examiner has identified the same claims as Group I but it is 
thought the claims should be claims 10-17 and 31-38; and Group III, foodstuffs and it is 
thought these claims should be identified as claims 18-21 and 39-42. 

The applicant herewith elects to continue prosecution on the claims of Group I, 
namely claims 1-9 and 22-30 noting that claim 1 is generic. This election is made without
